Auburn’s Tntesect In Amendments 1-5

I HAVE BEEN asked to prepare a state- 
ment for the Alumnews, setting out the 
benefits that will accrue to Auburn if 


the voters ratify Amendments One and 


Two on December 6, 1955..I am very 
glad to do so, but I wish to point out 
that, in my opinion, these proposals to 
amend the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama are vital to the whole public 
education system of our state. 


If the voters in their wisdom shall 
ratify Amendments One and Two, it 
will be possible to provide better edu- 
cation in all the public schools and 
colleges through improved salaries, 
additional teachers, better facilities, 
equipment, and supplies in all the 
white and Negro schools and colleges. 
Auburn’s share in these funds for 

improvement dis set out, with comment, 
as follov 


Campus proper 


Campus Instruction 


THE 1955 Legislature appropriated an 
increase of $902,900 for the support of 
campus instruction, This badly needed 
increase is largely dependent upon the 
ratification of Amendment Number One. 
It cannot be made * available through 
€xisting revenues in the Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund. 
Here is approximately how the money 
Will be used: 
1. Salary i nprovement $300,000.00 
2. Additional teaching staff 357,000.00 
3. New equipment 85,000.00 
4. Major alterations and re- 
pairs to plant . 75,000.00 
5. To meet increased operat- 
ing co labor, utilities, 
‘expendable supplies 85, 900. 00

Alumni will recall the very able 
Presentation of the needs for more 
funds for campus instruction which 


Was made to the Legislature last sum- 
mer. The legislature has appropriat- 
ed funds to meet these needs, sub- 
ject to the approval by the voters of 
Amendment Number One.

WE HAVE erected a number of new 

ene here since the close of World 

War Il. Funds from the state have been 

insufficient for these purposes, and we 

have borrowed by issuing revenue pro- 
ducing bond. to retire the indebtedness. 

Except for these, we could not have be- 

Bun to take care of an ever-growing 

enrollment. : 


However, we have been limited by 
he neces sity of building only buildings 
Which would produce revenues to re- 
tire the } bonds. 
We could not build certain very 
badly needed facilities. For example, 
we Sould not build a library because 
We could not finance a loan to con- 
Struct it. The result is that we have 
"terrible plant needs which cannot be 
met except by State appropriations.

930,000.00 will be made available to 
construct badly needed research lab- 
oratories for Agriculture and Veterinary 
Medicine. 


Since our enrollments, and the ac- 
companying needs of faculty and staff 
have outgrown our physical plant, and 
since many of our buildings are in- 
adequate to present and future needs, it 
will be seen that the passage of Amend- 
ments One and Two would for the first 


time in Auburn’s history provide a plant, 


that would begin to approach our needs. 

We have gone to the legislators reg- 
ularly since 1940 with a listing of build- 
ings badly needed. Although the amounts 
accruing from the ratification of the 
amendments will not meet. all our 
needs, the institution will be tremend- 
ously benefitted by the construction of 
a library, classrooms, and _ laboratories. 


Experiment Station- 


FOR MAINTENANCE and operation of 
the Main Experiment Station, the Sub- 
Stations and Experimental Fields, the 
1955 Legislature appropriated an in- 
crease of $229,350.00 over existing State 
Funds. Here again, this increase, or the 
vast majority of it, is dependent upon 
the will of the voters on December 6. 
If the amendments, are ratified, the 
increased funds will be used as fol- 
lows: 
1. Salary improvement $100,000.00 
2. Maintenance of land, 


herds, crops, ete .... 90,000.00 — 
3. For badly needed equip- 
. ment for research 39,350.00 
$229,350.00. 


Capital Outlay 

The adoption of Amendments One and 
Two will provide $2,930,000.00 for the 
construction of badly needed research 
facilities for Agricultural and Veteri- 
nary Sciences. All of the farming and 
livestock associations of Alabama have 
been asking us for years -to provide 
these facilities. 

There was no way we could build 
them because they will not be revenue 
producing, and we could not sell bonds 
for their construction. We had never 
been able to get money appropriated by 
the State for these purposes. These faci- 
lities are dependent upon the vote of 
the people on December 6. 


Extension Service 


THE 1955 Legislature appropriated an 
increase of $189,500 for the maintenance 


_ and operation of the Extension Service. 
As in the appropriations for the col- - 


lege proper, and the Experiment Sta- 
tions, these additional funds must large- 
ly depend upon the new revenues con-= 


templated from the adoption of Amend- 


ment Number One.

Six Wins Incl

A FEW YEARS ago when the Tigers 
weren’t bringing home as many football 
wins as they have been lately, there was 
a school of. thought around th lains 
that believed, “If Auburn beats Georgia 
Tech and Alabama, then it will be a 
most successful season.” » 


Were you a member of that school? 
A great many people were. 

And when the tremendous 28-0 win 
over Alabama last year was joined by 
the 14-12 gem over Tech a month ago, 
these fans felt that their loyalty to the 
Tigers had been richly rewarded. 

But now that their dream has been 
fulfilled, they’re just like the majority 
of the American sports fans, They want 
more victories. Coach Shug Jordan and 
his troops have been obliging very well 
of late, except for a very disastrous 
trip to New Orleans on Oct. 29. 

Auburn’s SEC record with 6 games 
played, stood 4 wins, 1 loss and 1 tie. 
For the season the totals were 6 wins, 
1 loss and 1 tie. 

This Auburn team has been glean- 
ing wonderful results through good, 
rough, and sound football. They've 
dedicated themselves to putting the 
Plainsman name back on the pigskin 
map—the place where it justly be- 
longs. 

The paragraphs below give a brief 
summary of what has taken place since 
the War Eagies were deadlocked by 
Kentucky, 14-14, on Oct. 8. 


Auburn 14, Tech 12 


SINCE 1940 Auburn hadn’t been able 
to do it; Georgia Tech just seemed im- 
possible to conquer. But 1955 was to be- 
come a red letter year in Tiger foot- 
ball annals. On the battle scene of 14 
consecutive Auburn losses to Bobby 
Dodd’s Engineers, Atlanta’s Grant Field, 
the fired-up Plainsmen from the Love- 
liest Village unfolded a vicious attack 
and defense in the face of the Jackets. 

“With-every: phase of the game being 
utilized By -Auburn to an almost deva- 
stating degree, the Plainsmen registered 
a T4212 Win. Thée¥ left a grandstand full 
ol. War Eagles screaming their. thanks 
for an hour after the last down-trodden 
Tech. rooter-had vacated his seat. 


Quarterback Howell Tubbs enjoyed 
his ‘finest day as a-Tiger as he hit his 
receivers with deft accuracy, and 
generaled his team down the glory 
trail. More than once his pin-point 
pitches got the Tigers’ back off the 
wall. Standout ends Jimmy (Red) 
Phillips and Jerry €Eltiott were the 
principal Tubbs targets against the 
Golden Tornado. Phillips pulled in 
four-for 55 yards and the glue-finger- 
ed Elliott took two for 56 yards. 
Elliott’s circus catch in the third 
period on third down from flat-on-his- 
back position was considered the con- 
test’s turning point. At the time, the 
Plainsmen were in desperate need of 
vardage. The ex-Marine fought three 
Tech defenders for the catch. Phillips 
won the national “Lineman of The 
Week” award by the Associated Press 
for his stellar play in the classic while 
Elliott's name was also high on the list. 
Fullback Joe Childress received men- 
tion as “Back of the Week” for his 
story-book performance. 

Ole Joe’s right foot again produced

for the Plainsmen—as it has all season 
long. Both points after touchdown were 
assigned to the great Robertsdale ath- 
lete, and twice he kicked true. Wade 
Mitchell, the Tech field general, missed 
both of his attempts and that’s all the 
lads from the Plains needed. They had 
their margin to go with the two touch- 
downs which were supplied by Right 
falfback Alton Shell and Tubbs. 

Childress, Shell, and Fob James were 
the major rushers in this one. They 
churned for 150 of the 159 rushing vards 
the men of Jordan compiled. The pass- 
ing arm of Tubbs.was a statistical gem. 
The husky Birmingham junior pitched 
nine times and connected on seven of 
them for 118 yards. 


Auburn 52, Furman 0 


WHEN THE Furman Purple Hurricane 
eame to town from its Greenville, S. C. 
home, the War Eagles had things pretty 
much the way they wanted them. 

Shug cleaned the bench for this one. 
The Tigers still romped 52-0 over their 
hélpless foe, which was coached by a 
former Jordan aide. Homer Hobbs left 
Auburn after the 1951 campaign to ac- 
cept the line coaching post at Navy. 

Six different men scored against 
the Hurricanes. Ohe of them, Center 
Ronnie Whitlock had never seen ac- 
tion in a varsity suit.before. He plunk- 
ed a Furman pass down on the Hur- 
ricane 23 in the waning seconds, and 
a few eye-blinks later he had him- 
self a touchdown. Everyone got a 

kick out of it, especially Ronnie him- 
self. 

Another infrequent performer who 
did some scoring damage in the. contest 
was Soph Quarterback Pat Meagher, 
who tallied on a six-yard keep play. 
Pat’s the son of former Tiger coaching 
great, Jack Meagher. , 

Childress and Soph Quarterback Jim- 
my Cook tallied twice in this frenzied 
affair, and the other markers were reg-~

Auburn 13, Tulane 27 


FOR A TRIP that was figured to be 
Auburn’s first of two visits to the Sugar 
Bowl for the 1955 campaign, the engage- 
ment with Coach Andy Pilney’s Green 
Wave proved to be an open Tiger trap. 
The Plainsmen could do very little right 
in this 27-13 win for Tulane, and the 
two late-in-the-game scores by Child- 
ress and James were to no avail. 
Auburn broke out in a rash of mis- 
cues early in the encounter. From that 
point on it was the inspired generalship 
of young Greenie quarterback named 
Gene Newton that spelled the difference. 


Auburn 27, Miss. State 26 


BEFORE THE State game, Jordan and 
his lads promised everyone concerned 
with Auburn. football that the 1955 
Homecoming would be a happy occasion, 
They lived up to their promise. 

No one could have asked for a more 
exciting football game than the one 
witnessed on the turf of Cliff Hare 
Stadium on Nov. 5. It was a_ great, 
bruising offensive show from start to 
finish. Again the trusty right toe of 
Childress, a tremendous All-America, 
was the margin for victory in the 27- 
26 battle. 

Although the win was a gigantic 
team effort, the individual honors in 
this one were stolen by likable left 
halfback. from Lanett, Fob James, 
Jr. The son of the 1929 Tiger basket- 
ball captain never looked better as a 
Plainsman. Considering some of the 
170-pounder’s pigskin exploits since 
his arrival here, that’s a big statement. 


And strangely enough, the fabulous 
broken field runner’s defensive deeds

against Coach Darrell Royal’s Maroons 
almost eclipsed his brilliant offensive 
show.' His 75-yard touchdown runback 
of an intercepted pass was the outstand- 
ing individual effort of the entire ball 
game. 

Childress, Tubbs, and Elliott tallied 
the other touchdowns in the clash which 
was witnessed by a record-smashing 
throng of 32,000 onlookers. 


Auburn 16, Georgia 13 


THE FOLKS over in Columbus, Ga, 
have seen many thrilling Auburn-Geor- . 
gia battles. The ’55 clash will be re- 
membered as one of the most unpredict- 
able ever. For with 20 seconds remain- 
ing in the game, and with the Bulldogs 
trailing 16-7, the Athens crew sent a 
touchdown pass into the air. The Au- 
burn loyalists thought they had earned 
themselves a 16-7 win at the time, but 
the slippery Georgia . end squirmed 
through the Tigers and everyone, Geor- 
gians included, left the stadium mildly 
happy. 

Howell Tubbs’ 26-yard field goal 
from an awkward angle in the sec- 
ond period, was the shot in the arm 
the Plainsmen needed to bring this 
one in. It was Tubbs also who fired 
the 18-yard TD pass to End Jerry 
Sansom which broke the scoring ice 
in the second stanza, 

The clincher came in the final quarter 
when Elliott, a tremendous flankman 
for Auburn this season, pulled down a 
3ulldog pass and dashed into the end 
zone 25 yards away. 

The Tigers’ duo of rushing guns, 
Childress and James had to leave the 
contest because of injuries they origin- 
ally received in the Tulane game. Child- 
ress sat out the final three periods, while 
James made it down to the last few 
minutes before he left the field amid the 
echoes of a thunderous ovation.

‘Greatest Coaches’ 


Names John Heisman 


JOHN HEISMAN, who was at Auburn 
from 1895-1899, is featured as one of 
“Football’s Greatest Coaches” in a new 
book by Edwin Pope, executive sports 
editor of The Atlanta Journal. 

Coach Heisman’s is one of the 28 life 
stories included in the book, As Au- 
burn’s fifth football coach, he establish- 
ed a 13-3 record for Alabama A, & M. 
College teams. While at Auburn, he in= 
vented the “hidden-ball play,” which 
Pop Warner has_ mistakenly received 
credit for, Mr. Pope says. 

“Tt was also at Auburn that he began 
his efforts toward fathering the forward 
pass,” the author notes. “For Heisman 
truly was the daddy of the pass in 
American football.” ~ 

“Heisman is generally credited with 
being the fountainhead of that wond- 
erful (Auburn) spirit. Before each 
game, he implored. the Tigers to do 
their all for God, Country, Auburn, 
and Heisman. Auburn scrapped then 
as now.”

But the 1955 Tigers weren’t nearly so 

fortunate as last year’s yearlings. 
Two ties, a 6-6 with

campaign for the eager Cubs. In their 
final outing in Cliff Hare Stadium, their

It was principally the left-handed 
passing of young George Egge, Jr., 
son of the former Piainsman stand- 
out of the 1929-1930 era, which did 
the trick for the hosts on this crisp 
Oct. 24 afternoon.

that it prepped this budding Tiger 
Star. Without his sagacious leadership 


under fire, the season might have- 
turned out differently. 

Auburn passes against the Baby
